Owing to the fact that 
evidence was brought out which threw some 
doubt on the cause of Kelleher’s death, the

There were two witnesses especially who 
felt inclined to doubt that it was possible for 
Kelleher to have laid across the car track 
on Fourteenth street until the car 
struck him. One of these witnesses was

Mayor Walbridge’s New Policy Concern- 
ing the Carrying of Weapons. 

The following notice was posted conspicu- 
ously this morning inthe ante-room tothe 
Mayor’s office: 

No permits forcarrying weapons issued by this 
office, 

Below this is the following: 

Sec. 3503 of the State laws, Revised Statues 1889 
is sufficient for any good citizen, giving him the 
right to carry a weapon if he h# been threatened 
with great bodily harm or has good reason to carry 
the same in the necessary defense of his property or 
person or home. 

This means thatthe Mayor has concluded 
to issue no more permits to carry concealed 
weapons. He has even gone further, as he 
has also issued an order revoking all permits 
for that purpose heretofore given. 
This order was sent in a com- 
munication to Chief of Police Harrigan 
with instructions to strictly enforce the law 
against all persons. 

ne city ordinance makes it a misdemeanor 
to carry any kind of concealed weapon, 
which Is punishable by a fine of 
from $400 for each and 
every The only persons who 
can carry concealed weapons are national, 
State or city officials whose duties are such 
that they require them to go armed. 

Other persons carryingthem if arrested 
must plead justification under the above

The newspapers continue com- 
menting on the fact that of the 
last Saturday’s (St. Hubert’s Day) hunt 
one of the officers implicated 
in the gambling disclosures, Lieut. Ster- 
storpf, commanded the Emperor’s. escort 
and led the hunt. It was claimed that the 
Emperor, in permitting this, showed that he 
would not be severe upon the other officers 
involved, 

It is now explained, however, that Lieut. 
Slerstorpf was not specially selected for the 
honor referred to, but that he led the hunt 
asamatterof routine duty, being first on 
the list of officers for daty. 

It is reported that another and similar 
gambling scandal is impending and many 
army officers will, it is claimed,have to stand 
trial or appear in a very unenviable position 
as witnesses, 

Should this be the case the influences which 
have been brought to bear upon the Emperor 
in the effort to appease his anger at the 
recent disclosures will have little or no 
effect,as the Emperor will be compelled to 
take a decided stand against gambling in the 
army, which will have to be much more 
clear than the issuing of his edict of yester. 
day, forbidding all games of hazard between 
officers in active service and directing com- 
manding officers to report and punish trans- 
gressors. 


It is also probable that Parliament may 
take a hand in the new gambling scandal 
trial which is said to be impending.

THREE LITTLE BOYS 
Minister Mulholland Insists on Prose- 
cuting Them for Theft. 


PROSECUTING ATTORNEY DIEREES 
STRIEES THE CASE OFF THE DOCKET, 


The Little Fellows, Whose Ages Range 
From 7 to 12, Had Taken Some Hymna 
Books and Lanterns—A Minister Who 
Was Not Merciful. 


An exciting time was had in the Court of 
Criminal Coraection to-day at the trial 
of Gussie, Eugene and Otto Traub 
and Edward Shicktanz, four boys 
who were charged with stealing 
from Grace Presbyterian Church at Good- 
fellow and Theodosia avenue. The boys were 
arrested some days ago at the instance of 
Rev. H. J. Mulholland of 5626 Cote Brilliante 
avenue, who is pastor of the 
church, In the warrant which was 
sworn out against the boys they were 
charged with stealing books and other 
property valued at $10 from the church. At 
the preliminary hearing to-day the evidence 
of the prosecution failed to connect the Shick - 
tanz boy with the affair, The three Traub 
voys are brothers, and are aged from 7 to 12 
years. The evidence showed that there were 
some hymn books and old Chinese lanterns 
inashed adjoining the church. This sbed 
connected with a building called the chureh 
house, put was not the churen 
proper. A window connecting the shed with 
the room called the church-house was found 
open, but there was nothing to show that 


‘the church itself had been invaded. The 


evidence did not show that the property had 
even been taken from the room called the 


church house. It was simply shown that the 
books, etc., were inthe shed and had been 
displaced. The strongest evidence against 
the boys was the action of their mother, who 
discovered the boys playing with the old lan- 
terns and books and had promptly returned 
them and reproved the boys. 
MINISTER WAS OBDURATE. 

Under the circumstances Prosecuting At- 
torney Dierkes suggested, when the case was 
partially heard, that the case be dis- 
missed against the boys, with a repri- 
mand. In the case of Otto Traub, 
the youngest boy, there was no 
other action as he was under the age of pros- 
ecution, ich is 10 years. Dr. Mulholland, 
who was present in court prosecuting the 
case, objected and insisted on havin 
the trial of the case rocesd 
Mr Dierkes called attentio 
of the minister to the fact of the boys’ 
youth, and that a convictionina criminal 
court would be a stigma which would last 
during their lives. 

Dr. Mulholiand was obdurate, however, 
and would not consent to leave the case set- 
tled.
